Calling attention to provisions of 
the law against Interference with

The engine left the rails, plung- 
ing Into mudbank with its oper- 
ating cab submerged in the stream.

raise pork prices and 30,000 of 
the squealing animals already had 
been bought for the sacrifice. 
Before the 40-day campaign Is 


over it Is expected that 4,000000 
pigs and 1,000,000 sows, bearing 
6,000,000 unborn piglets, will have 
been eradicated In this concerted 
effort to cut down next year's 
supply. 
The wholesale purchasing began 
yesterday at the Chicago, Omaha, 
Kansas City, Sioux City, St. Paul, 
and St. Poseph, Mo., livestock mar- 
kets, and while the first days 
total of 30,000 head was consider- 
ably under the anticipated average 
of 100,000 pigs and 25,000 sows a 
day, it was expected that greater 
offerings would reach the market 
as the campaign progressed. 
The expense Is to be met by a 
processing tax of about a half 
cent a pound on pork products. 
Meanwhile, it was planned to turn 
much of the newly acquired meat 
over to the unemployed.

A long time program combining 
acreage reduction and a form of 
price 
guarantee 
to the 
cotton 
grower is before Secretary Wal- 
lace with prospects that its prin- 
ciples will be accepted and the 
plan announced about September 


The program contemplates a re- 
duction of next year's acreage to 
around 25,000,000. One of its most 
Important features would be an 
assurance of parity price for that 
portion of the average crop con- 
sumed in this country. 
The parity price for cotton is 
the price at which it must sell to 
have 
the 
purchasing power It 


had from 1909 to 1914. At pres- 
ent, this is estimated at around 
13 cents, approximately five cents 
above current farm prices. 


Final approval of the plan, ex- 
tending this year's emergency pro- 
gram depends upon the secretary 
of agriculture and President Roos- 
evelt, and it might be radically re- 
vised. 
Its central features have 


the approval of farm administra- 
tion 
cotton 
experts 
and many 


growers, 
so revisions to 
any 
great extent is regarded as ex- 
tremely unlikely. 


Already Wallace has tentatively 
approved 
the 
reduction to 25,- 
000,000 acres. In return for this, 
the grower would receive bene- 
fit payments on an,acreage basis 
, 
as he did this year. 


The benefits probably will 
be 
considerably lower per acre than 
in the emergency reduction cam- 
paign this year. 
These ranged 


from $6 to $20 and suggestions 
have been made that they vary 
from $3 to $11 in the long time 
campaign.

People Urged to 
Plant Gardens For 


Fall Production 


People of Navarro county are 
urged to plant fall gardens in or- 
der to have an adequate food sup- 
ply for their home use and to live 
better during the fall and win- 
ter by Miss Ruth Me Nab b, county 
home demonstration agent. 
Four important points in mak- 
ing fall gardens are} outlined by 
the county agent as follows: 
1. Provide shade for plants to 
be set out. For starting the slow 
maturing vegetables such as to- 
matoes 
peprters ,and the 
like, 
artificial shade may be provided 
by driving a few stakes in the 
ground, connecting these with hay 
wire, and spreading oat or bran 
sacks over the top. The cover 
should be S to i feet from the 
ground. 


2. Do not turn under the weeds. 
Conserve moisture, in order to get 
the vegetables up. 
The ground 


should be free of all weeds and 
plants that are 
left 
from 
the 
summer garden. 


The soil for the fall garden 
should be plowed shallow to a 
depth of 4 or 5 inches, or be 
thoroughly 
disced. 
Immediately 


following, the breaking of the soil 
it should be harrowed and then 
the seedbed made as firm as pos- 
sible to re-establish capillary at- 
traction of the aoil particles and 
to bring the moisture, if possible 
to within l 1-3 to 2 Inches' of the 
surface. 
1 3. Winter plants need fertilizer. 
After the garden has been plowed 
spread a coating 1 to 3 Inches 
thick of "summer manure1 over 
the surface. Then break or disc 
and harrow until the 'Mummer 
manure" is well mixed into the 
soil. 
This spongy material will 
greatly increase the water holding 
capacity, of the soil and prevent 
packing. 


4. Good ited are cheapest. Se- 
cure one-fourth more seed for fall 
planting than for spring gardens. 
The germination of seed at this 
season is poor; consequently the 
extra quantity of seed will ordi- 
narily be necessary to secure a4 
good stand.

Sam was prepared today to swap 
dollars for hogs in an effort to 
reduce a troublesome surplus and 
raise'farm prices in the cornbelt 
and other pork producing regions. 
Tomorrow he will open his pock- 
et book £o buy up to 5,000,000 piga 
and a million sows at six midwest 
stockyards—Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha, St. Paul, Minn., Sioux City, 
and St. Joseph, *Mo. By Monday 
purchasing will get underway at 
other markets. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Henry A. Wallace in an- 
nouncing the plan here last week 
said it was expected to cost about 
$55,000,000 and to be paid for by 
a processing tax on pork products 
beginning Oct. 1. 


The hope is to eliminate the fall 
crop of pork and farmers willing 
to sell sows due 'to farrow will 
receive the market price plus a 
flat premium ot U a head. By 
not making usual market deduc- 
tions on sows, the farmer will 
benefit another dollar or so, rep- 
resentatives of the agricultural 
adjustment 
administration 
said. 
The premium for pigs will amount 
to $2 to $4 a hundred pounds. 
"Farmers can sell through their 
usual channels," said G. B. Thorn, 
field representative of the admin- 
istration's cCrn and hog section. 
"At the yards the hogs will be 
weighed under supervision of a 
government inspector who will see 
that no runts were included, and 
that the hogs meet the other speci- 
fications. They will then be turn- 
ed over to the packers who have 
contracted with the government 
to slaughter the hogs." 
Vigilance will be maintained to 
see that speculators do not mix 
very light and very heavy pigs to 
obtain a favorable average. The 
big deal is aimed at pigs of from 
25 to 100 pounds and sows weigh- 
ing at least 275 pounds due to far- 
row soon. The south will receive 
|3 less a hundredweight for its 
range stortc than will be paid for 
the midwest's corn fed stock.

000 people in Texas dependent 
upon funds being distributed by 
the government for their food and 
clothing. The federal government 
which is expending- near two mil- 
lion dollars in Texas each month

Rumors of arbitrary ac- 


tion by the federal govern- 
ment in connection with en- 
forcement ofthe national in- 
dustrial, recovery act already 
are beginning to appear in 
various places. They include 
the. sudden closing of .plants 
or threats to close them be- 
cause of failure of the man- 
aging authorities .to comply 
with the provisions of the 
act. 


It is well for the public to 


have .a correct understand- 
ing of this emergency in- 
dustrial law which was en- 
acted to remain in effect 
until June 1, 1934. 
The 


act has real teeth in it, both 
jail sentences and fines be- 
ing included among the pen- 
alties which may be inflict- 
ed on its violators.' 


The blanket code recent- 


ly has claimed chief atten- 
tion in connection with the 
placing of the law in effect. 
This, it should be remem- 
bered, 
is temporary and 


voluntary. The act calls for 
the formuation of codes by 
the different industries. Be-

An alleged violator 
may be hailed into federal 
court, and, if convicted, he 
is-subject to a fine of $500 
for each offense, with each

;inues being deemed a sep- 
arate offense. 


Another weapon is pro- 


vided the g o v e r n m e n t 
;hrough the licensing pro- 
vision of the act. Should any 
activities destructive to the 
emergency law's policy de- 
velop in any trade or indus- 
;ry, authority is given the 
^resident to require every 
>erson or concern engaged 
in that particular 
line to 


cease operating or obtain a 
license from the national re- 
covery administration. The 
penalty for failure to do this 
is $500 fine or six months' 
imprisonment or both, each 
day of continued violation 
here, likewise, being deem- 
ed'a separate offense. 


Whatever may be the in- 


dividual or popular feeling 
toward the act as it now 
stands, it is the law. Com- 
pliance with it becomes tha 
duty of all whom it may af- 
fect.

BATHS tO COOL 


Some types of baths are cool- 
er than others, and Miss Forbes 
today suggests various baths 
for the remaining hot days of 
the summer. These are beau- 
tifying M well.

If yen ever feel terribly hot, 
hither from hot weather or from 
too much violent exercise, try one 
of these baths. They are not only 
unusually cleansing, but very cool- 
Ing as well, and they even help to 
reduce you; if you want to lose 
weight. 


First of all, a warm bath is 
more cooling in the end than a 
cold one. The cold one closes the 
pores at once, and the heat and 
the perspiration, which should be 
washed out, if closed up in the 
skin. The cold water should end 
the bath, not begin it. A very nioe 
warm weather bath is this:—Fill 
the tub with luke warm water. 
Pour a pound of bath bran (costs 
five cents) into a loose old flour 
or sugar bag. Squeeze this out in- 
to the water, until it looks milky, 
and until the bran seems to have 
lost 1U mllkiness. Leave it in the 
tub. Soak yourself for some min- 
utes In this, and then wash off as 
you usually do, using a mild soap. 
This bran water simply drains off 
acids and poisons from the body 
and gives 
Follow this 
Wonderful skin, 
quick cold rinse. 
Or pour some chunks of laun- 
dry starch into the water, and 
keep it stirred up as you bathe. If 
you like, run cold water in as you 
Mthe, BO you end with a cold bath 
which •till has starch in the wa- 
ter. When you are dry yon have a 
eool, fin*' film of powder on your 
•kin. 


Or bathe in warm water, with 
foap, and rinse with warm water. 
Sponge yourself over afterwards 
with witch hazel which is wonder- 
ful for the skin, and very cooling 
and refreshing. Or, you can get 
rubbing alcohol at ten to fifteen 


cents a quart, and a quart last 
you for a long long time. You nan 
even dilute this with water, if yoi 
have a dry skin. And rub dry late 
with a towel. 


Then use bath powder. Make thl 
yourself by pouring a package o 
cooking corn starch into a nic 
bowl, and adding a little sache 
powder.

N. K. B.—The present loose 
ness of your skin is not a eeriou 
matter, as you have lost weigh 
rapidly without having a chance

when ever you massage. An ice 
rub is excellent too as a substitute 
at times for the cold rinse. Mas 
sage of face and neck will help a 
jreat deal, and you may give this 
to yourself several times a week 
Make the movements upward on 
each side of the mouth, up anc 
jver 
the 
cheeks, 
around anc 
around the eyes each way, up anc 
also across the forehead. For the 
throat, upward and around each 
way. Once a' week give yourself 
an astringent treatment until the 
skin is firm again. You may use 
white of egg diluted with five 
;lmes its amount of water. Let 
:hls dry on skin for half an hour 
before washing it off, and then 
jive the ekin plenty of cream to 
relieve the dryness caused by the 
astringent. The cold water rinse or 
:he ice rub should complete the 
reatment.

;he eruptions caused from bad 
cases of acne take so long to dis- 
appear that it is advisable to have 
skin specialist's treatments, if pos- 
sible, to hasten the recovery.

Rio Grande Valley, having gone 
down to look • over his holdings 
there and take stock of the dam- 
age done by the hurricane that re- 
cently headed into parts of the> 
Valley area. 


Mr. McCarver is very enthusi- 
astic over the outlook for the cit- 
rus fruit industry in the Texas 
Valley this season, especially the 
grapefruit and oranges. While in 
some places considerable numbers 
of the grapefruit were blown from 
the trees by the tail-end of the 
Gulf hurricane, the crop this year, 
he stated, would be the largest and 
apparently the best In the history 
of the industry in Texas. 
The 
trees are loaded and some of the 
fruit Is ripening now, and thou- 
sands of additional trees have 
come into bearing' this year, add- 
ing to , the already large acreage 
devoted to this delectable fruit 


A number of Corsicanans and 
former Corsicanans, Mr. McCarver, 
states, have holdings in the val- 
ley, and some of them have made 
much money through their hold- 
ings there. 
Among former resi- 
dents of Corsicana who have made 
good In the industry there are the 
Miller brothers, who have grown 
wealthy, there, he said. The Tar- 
buttons have also made good, and 
so have the Speeds, and others 
who now reside, in the Valley. 
Among Corsicanans having hold- 
ings that will produce much fruit 
this year, Mr. McCarver mention- 
ed C. R. Terry, the Misses Rice, 
and Edgar Rittersbacher, besides 
his own holdings, which he states 
show promise of excellent' produc- 
tion. 
Shipments,, he said, would 
begin during September, but that 
some fruit was now being mar- 
keted in the Valley towns.,

AUSTIN SALESMAN 


RESISTS SERVING 
OF WARRANT; DEAD 


BARRICADED 
HIMSELF IN 


HOTEL ROOM AND BATTLE 


RAGES THROUGH DOOR 


AUSTIN, 
Aug. 
23.—(/F)—Jesse 
Grooms, 34, salesman, was fatally 
wounded today when he barricad- 
ed himself in his hotel room and 
resisted service by officers of a 
warrant of arrest. 


AUSTIN, 
Aug. 
23.—(/P)—Jesse 


Grooms, of Austin, a salesman, 
was probably fatally wounded In 
a gun battle with city police, 
sheriff's 
deputies, 
and 
Texas 
Rangers, at a hotel here today. 


Grooms had barricaded himself 
in a room and denied 
officers 
entrance when they appeared to 
serve a warrant on him. 


It had not been definitely de- 
termined if a bullet fired by one 
of the officers wounded Grooms. 


Grooms was shot in the fore- 


head. Hospital attendants said he 
was not expected to live. 
Deputy Sheriffs J. E. McCoy 
and Sam Rogers had gone to the 
hotel to serve Grooms with a jus- 
tice court warrant charging htm 
with embezzlement. He refused to 
allow the officers to enter the 
room the officers said. Grooms 
allegedly fired two shots at Me 
Coy and Rogers during, the en- 
counter. 


Aid of State Rangers was en- 
listed as an effort was made to 
force Grooms from the room by 
shooting tear gas shells through 
the window. 


Sheriff Lee Allen 
said 
that 


while officers were waiting for 
the tear gas to take effect they 
heard a shot from inside and the 
room and the thud of a falling 
body. 
When 
officers 
finally 
forced their way into the room. 
Grooms was lying on the floor. 
Jf revolver was close by. officer* 
said. 
' 


Officers said they pleaded with 
Grooms to accept service peace- 
ably but that he began shooting 
through the door. 
Two shots were firVd by the 
officers, they said.

The coast guard reported the 
four-masted schooner Koliler wash- 
ed ashore and wrecked, some- 
where near Virginia •> Beach, but 
its crew was saved. Other coast 
guard boats saved 100 people at

near, Norfolk. 
while, still another prepared to 
assist a barge in distress off Cape 
Henry. 


The seas Inundated the Norfolk 
waterfront, 
shattered 
a pavilion 
at Wlldwood, N'. 
J., 
and . sent 
wealthy summer residents of Cape 
May, N. J., fleeing from their 
homes. Marines patrolled the lat- 
ter 
town, where, fallen electric 
wires in pitch dark streets men- 
aced lives. 
A 300-foot pier' was 
swept away. 
A 72-mile gale at Port Monroe, 
Va., shattered, many cottages, oc- 
cupied by non-commisisoned offi- 
cers' families and only swift res- 
cue work directed 'by army offi- 
cers prevented loss of life. 
The 
old artillery reservation was strewn 
with wreckage. 
In North Carolina, where the 
beach 
highway 
between Kitty 
Hawk and Nag's Head suffered 
heavy damage, 40 dwellers, on the 
Albermarle Sound mounland were 
removed by bus to escape the 
storm's fury.

Other Damage. 
The gale destroyed three hang- 
ars and an airplane near Easton, 
Md., overturned a'coast guard cut- 
ter in Long Island sound and cap- 
sized a surf boat In which a dozen 
coast guard cadets were drilling 
near Montauk, Long Island. The 
cadets were saved. 
A lumber shanty and a tele- 


phone pole, blown acrosti the Brie 
tracks near Belleville, N. J., al- 
most wrecked a train, but two boys 
flagged It In time. 
A inan was 
electrocuted at Atlantic-City, N. J., 
when he stepped on a fallen wire. 
At Sea Girt, N. J., 1,000 national 
guardsmen spent a sleepless night 
in their encampment, struggling to 
keep tents over their heads.
